turn ed from moral stren gth in to 
moral weakn ess. 
Nor d oes 
explan ation of why 
Jimmy’s misbehavior 
is

havior. His mother often uses it. 
When he loses a frien d to his 
bossin esse, she wHll say. 
“You j 
see, kid s won ’t take what I take j 
from you. They d on ’t like to be ( 
pushed aroun d .” But the child 
guid an ce book’s secon d altern a­ 
tive to pun ishmen t n ever en ligh­ 
ten s Jimmy; it just makes him 
an grier. 
As to d istraction , he’s been * 
build in g con tempt for this third 
altern ative sin ce he was four j 
years old . Because on e d ay in a 
restauran t he was screamin g for 
chocolate milk when there was­ 
n ’t an y, his mother offered him 


d istraction s “acceptable substi­ 
tutes.” 
Hastily grabbin g the men u, she 
said , “Ooooh—fud ge 
ice cream 
cake! How would you like fud ge 
ice cream lake?” 
So much d id 
Jimmy like it that there after 
he often used screams to evad e 
an y d isappoin tmen t. 
Reward is also mad e an un ­ 
profitable experien ce for Jimmy 
by his mother’s fear of him. In 
her han d s, reward ’s “recogn ition 
of good behavior” becomes a 


| bribe for it—an appeal to be 
spared the bad behavior. 
So we can see that this child 
guid an ce book’s altern atives to 
pun ishin g are quite useless to 
j paren ts who fear child ren —pre­ 
cisely as futile as pun ishin g it- 
I self. 
There is n o workable d iciplin e 
available to them un til they aru 
read y to face an d overcome their 
fear.
